A great railroad 
cbaDgc will take 


place in the South on the first day o' 
Jane, 18S6, when the guage of the 
Southern roads will be changed to a size 
to correspond with the Northern or 
standard guage. The atandard railway 
gunge in the Southern States is &TS feet 
three and a half inches more than the 
compromise guage in use all o?cr the 
rest of the continent. The Stutei in. 
(•rested, wit^ the number of miles in 
each to be changed, are these: South 
Carolina, 1,320 miles; North Carolina, 
960; Georgia, 2,413; Florida, 1,250 
Alabama, 1,803; Mississippi, 776; Ken- 
tucky, 1,118; Louisiana, 313; Tennes- 
gie, 1,886; and Virginia, 981—in all, 
13,128 miles. The change of guage wil 
be made by moving one rail in three 
inches without disturbing the other rail 
at all. 


There is no disguising the fiict tha 


the anti-Chinese measures pending be- 
fore Congress haTe lost ground in the 
last ten days. What the Pacific Coast 
delegations want to do at once is to 
unite on some one oi the bills and push 
it with all their power. Whichever 
they may select, there will be a long, 
desperate and bard fight orsr it i» the 
committee. It ia believed that Senator 
Frye will succeed Senator Miller as 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Belations. This committee will have 
charge of Chinese matters at the Ssnate 
end of the Capitol. 


The New York Staats Zeitung looks 


Tery fur ahead in its predictions respect 
ing President Cleveland. It sees in him 
a sort of Providential agent assigned to 
the mission of destroying both the De- 
mocracy and the Republicans. "The 
assumption is not extravagant" says 
the Stimts Zeitung, "that Ibis Adminis- 
tration will play an important role in 
the dissolution of both old parties a 
their abandonment by the peuple, a role 
which alone will suffice to render this 
Administration nn epoch maker, no mat 
ter what tha orgtns of the old parties 
may think of it." 


At the Anti-Chinese Convention in 


Sacramento, the memorial presented by 
J. F. Swiii was adopted by acclamation, 
and 3,000 copies ordered printed and 
distributed in the convention and in 
Congress. It reviews the whole Chinese 
situation and lays particular stress on 
the fact that China, with her population 
of 450,000,000, could Veep throwing off 
her surplus in this country, who would 
soon nceed the entire white population 
of the Pacifio Coast.

He is 
the .oldest in service of any of the Dis- 
trict Judges of the country, having been 
appointed in 1851. Judge Sabin, of 
Nevada, will preside io his absence.

WASHIKGTON, March 10.—The ap 


pointment by the President of a colorei 
man from Albany, New Tork, to be 
Recorder of Deedi in the District o 
Columbia, in place of Fred. Donglasi 
has caused the Democrats of this Dis 
trict to howl with indignation. A dozen 
white men of more or less prominence 
in local Democratic councils were hoi 
applicants for the place, and to say thai 
these gentlemen are now being con> 
sumed with rage falls very far short ol 
describing their condition. It was bad 
enough to give this $5,000 plaee to a 
negro, bnt to bring that negro from the 
interior of New York adds to tha exas- 
peration of the District Democrats 
The office is purely local, atd there is 
therefore good ground for this diss»tis 
faction. Not only are the politicians 
dissatisfied, bnt amoug the people gen- 
erally tbe selection of an outside man to 
record their deeds is. severely condemned 
The Post of to-day says: "We appre- 
hend that the President's appointment 
to succeed Mr. Douglass will not be re- 
ceived with gratitude here in the Dis- 
trict ol Columbia. We do not admi' 
the propriety of importing persons to 
fill the District offices, which are purely 
local in character and fciynifioance, stil 
less do we concede the necessity of giv. 
ing this plaee to a colored man because 
a colored man happens to hold it now 
Tbe appointment should have been 
made with reference to the wishes am 
preferences, as well aa interests, of 
Washington." The Crilic pronounces 
the appointment a great 'mistake, anc 
calls upon the President to recall it 
The Star says that while the appoint- 
ment is distasteful, th* most decided 
objections come from property-holders 
and others having business with th* Re- 
corder's Office.

Silver bills. 
. 


In February the Treasury Dtpartmenl 


purchased only 1,450,000 ounces ol 
silver for coinage into standard dollars. 
This was about 500,000 ounces less tban 
the usual monthly purchase, but at tha 
Department it ii said (bat no more 
bullion was offered at the market rates, 
Th.ere was, however, sufficirat bullion 
on hand to allow the coinage of dollars 
to the minimum unit allowed by law. 


Silver bullion is purchased semi- 


weekly by a commission composed of 
Treasurer Jordan, Assistant Secretary 
Fairchild of the treasury, and the Direc- 
tor of the Mint. Jordan, who acquired 
a dislike for silver while cashier of a 
national bank, holds that there should 
b» a specific appropriation for the pur- 
chase of silver bullion, and as no such 
appropriation has been made, lie in- 
variably recommends the rejection of all 
bids for tbe aale of bullion. This would 
stop the coinage of standard dollars at 
once, without the formality of an Act ol 
Congress, but the other tiro members ol 
the commission look at silver through 
nncolored spectacles, and hold that tbe 
coinage act requiring the purchase) ol 
bullion and the coinage of not less than 
2,000,000 standard dollars in each month 
is in the nature of a permanent appro- 
priation, and confers full authority to 
apply any monej in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated to the purchase 
of bullion. Twice a week regularly the 
jaundiced, Treasurer makes a report rec- 
ommending the rejection of all bids for 
supplying silver bullion, and as regulaily 
the majority of the commission recom- 
mends the acceptance oktba lowest bids. 
The Secretary of th* Tteasury, though 
as thoroughly imbued with tbe national 
bank balrwl of silver as the Treasurer, 
is blessed with more braius, aud know- 
ing that his refusal to purchase bullion 
for coinage might result in his immedi- 
ate impeachment, directs that it be pur- 
chased in accordance with the- recom 
mendation of the majority of the com- 
mission. It is nu outrage upon the party 
that elected Cleveland President, and 
which has ever been the firm friend ol 
silver, that he -should appoint a man as 
United States Treasurer whose financial 
views are so utterly nt variance with 
those of Democratic Representatives in 
Congress, as well as the masses of the 
party. 


TUB COMMLED LAWS. 


The Carson Appeal says: 
> 


Tbe compiled laws reached hero hand- 


somely bound Monday. They are mag- 
nificently printed bnt it is too early to 
speak of the correctness of tbe compila- 
tion until the lawyers have given them 
a trial. It is claimed one fault lies in 
the fact that tbe enacting clauses of the 
laws ar* omitted; a delect wbich the 
Supreme Court of tbe State som* yean 
ago ruled adversely npon. It will tak* 
some weeks yet for the compiled laws 
to be circulated aud commented on. 


The case of ex-rel, Chase vs. Rogers, 


10th Nevada, page 250, is quoted. In 
this case the word "Senate" was omit- 
ted in the enacting clause of the neii- 
tonce: "The people of Nevada in Senate 
and Assembly." The omission occurred 
in the enrolled bill in the Secretary of 
State's office. The Constitution pro- 
vides that all laws shall contain these 
words in tbe enacting clause when 
passed. After the pssmige of the bill 
formulated as the Constitution provides, 
the bill becomes n law and it would be 
folly to assume that a compiler conld by 
omitting a word or sentence invalidate 
a law. The law in exactly what is filed 
in the Secretary of State's office and 
not what is in the printed compilation. 
Where there is any disagreement the 
Supreme Court holds that the enrolled 
bill is authority. The enacting claus* 
was omitted simply to economize space.
